Most ot them 
lie when the cooler latitudes aro reached, 
mil thus it happens that tho Inrvco of 


:iv forow nro found on the shores of 
luub.'t nnd elaowhere in pluces to 


which tho iKlnlt auimuls are unknown. 
They never livo to grow up. 


The floating gnlf wood is literally 


crowded with life. 
Ono cannot pick up 


\neue that does uot carry many shrimps 


or prawnn of differeut kinds as jiassen- 
;ers. There aro crabs, too, Muall and 
jigger, which mostly imitate thu grasses 
n their coloring. 
Of smaller Crustacea 


;here are numerous species, sjeU us the 
go called "sen fleas" 
nnd barnacles. 


Barnacles lire Crustacea which have un- 
dergone » "retrograde metamorphosis," 
is it is termed, having been free swim- 
mers in thoonrly stage of their existence. 
They, too, take passage on the seaweed 
rafts and voyage to tho land of nowhere, 
seeking their fortune, 


In the g'ulf weed also is an infinite 


number of inollusks, souio with shells 
mil othor-i without any. Among the 
litter aro tho "sen,slogs," resomblingtho 
.garden slugs, devourers of plants, which 
are true inollusks also. Another mollusk 
often picked up among the gulf weeds 
.s the beautiful argonaut, a cephalopod, 
ecbbrated in mythic story. It is only 
tho female argonaut that is interesting. 
i'hu male has no shell, and is very small 
comparatively, 


There are lots of curious 
marine 


worms among tho gulf weed, such as 
tho "soa centipedes," abundant in ths 
West Indie-), which have long detach' 
able bristles that sting the hand like 
nellies when tl"; nniinul is incautiously 
grasped. 
These worms hide in crevices 


of floating driftwood, 
Tho latter floats 


until destroyed by the boring of the ship 
worms that attack it, meanwhile afford- 
ing a lodgment for barnacle:; and littlo 
Crustacea. 
Small 
fishes 
follow 
the 


pieces of driftwood as they are carried 
along liy the current, feeding upon both 
Crustacea and barnacle^, while many 
Boabit'ds dkim about depending for their 
meals upon the samo small animals, 
There is a species of crayfish, too, 1'ounO 
in tho weed that makes a curious click- 
ing noiso with its claws. 


What most people call tho "fruit'1 01 


"need,pods" of tho gulf weed are simplj 
littlo air vessels designed for the purpose 
of keeping these interesting vegetable! 
afloat. 
Microscopic 
creatures 
called 


"brivzoa" weave around the air chanr 
bers a delicate lauework, which crftei: 
remains in shape after tho vegetable 
matter has decayed away and disap 
pearod, thus forming exquisite filamen 
tons capsules. 
However, theso aro onlj 


a few of the passengers that journey by 
the path of the gulf stream on rafts o!

Tho one-cent postage, too, is not imiue 
dlatcly to bo undertaken, but It can be 
made possible by the 1st of January, 
180<1, If desirable. 


Ho points out how newspapers may bo 


transported frco to subscribers from July 
1st, 1803, saying: "If books alleged to 
bo periodicals wero properly classified, 
mid sample copies ol newspapers, except 
to a reasonable number, wero classified 
as any other merchandise,, the increased 
revenue would more than equal the total 
amount now collected from publishers 
for thn postage of newspapers. la other 
Words, tho Department would suffer no 
loss by carrying newspapers to actual 
subscribers frco if it received just pay for 
serials and sample copies." 


Much space is devoted to the com 


plaints of fourth-class postmasters, and 
refers to tho agitation amongst them as 
duo to tho "thrifty interest of an attorney 
or an editor of a postal journal."

Chief Clerk of tho Mint, lias had at times 
a half million or more dollars in bullion 
to his credit i»t tho Mint.

inaugurated a molt against the foreigner!

According to the latest reports from tbrea 
hundred to five hundred Christians, several 
native priests, a Mongolian Prince and 
some unconverted natives were massacred. 
Many oharohts were pillaged and burned, 
especially In the towns of Tsientobang and 
Plnyanted. 
The Emperor, on learning of 


tha uprising, ordered Tsung Li Yaman to 
telegraph to the Governor Qeneral of tbe 
Province and to all Tartar Commanders in 
Manohnris to dispatch all available troops 
to the scene of the revolt. 
The first en- 


gagement between the troops and the rebels 
took place November 25th, 
The rebels 


were defeated, the troops advancing on 
them from various points and completely 
inrrounding them, Tha different comman- 
ders have been instructed to guard all re- 
ligions establishments and prevent farther 
massacres, The rebels ore unable to count 
on tbe support of tbe inhabitants, and it is 
likely they will soon be suppressed.

Mr. Frandsen, of tha firm of Anderson it 
Fraudsen, for whom Hedges had worked, 
examined the body yesterday bat could not 
identify it. 


A man named Savage had a row with 


Hedgen' jjnttuor the evening before the 
Ore, nnd tho partner left the house and 
went lo the Grand Contra), where lie re- 
mained all night. 


Savage has been arrested on suspicion 


of having set the bouse afire, 
It 19 alleged 


by the inmates of the house that the fire 
originated in tbe room occupied by Hedges, 
but a different opinion prevails among out- 
siders. Possibly tbe evidence at the in- 
quest may shed more light ou the mat- 
ter, 


Hedges came here from Lake View Ore- 


gon, in thb employ of Anderson & Frand- 
sen, sheep men, 
He formerly resided in 


Bed Bluff, California, bat it is not known 
here whether he was married or single.
